Profealbly one 'of the most impor- 


tant but least understood bills now 
before, congress, excepting, of Course 
the peace .treaty, is the Kenyon- 
Kn3ric!k measure for" the regulation 
of the packing industry. In order 
that farmers especially may get a 
more comprehensive idea of whait 
it proposes, a brief resume of its 
provisions are printed.

They are required to 
keep, records and make reports, and 
ar made subject to investigation, ex- 
amination, and inspection 'by. -the 
agents of the livestock commission 
in much the same manner as are the 
railroads under the interstate com- 
merce laws. 
'. One of the most imipbrtant parts 
of the proposed bill is the provision 
for prosecution of the packers for 
violations of the obligations imposed 
upon thein, by the anti-trust law.s 
and by the provisions of this law. 
The proposed livestock commission 
is given power to investigate the 
methods and practices o'f the pack- 
ers and to make regulations and or- 
ders representing the commission's 
interpretation of the 
requirements 


o'f the law with respect to particular 
circumstances or 
conditions. The 


packers are obliged to conform to 
these regulations and orders of the 
commission, unless on appeal to the 
courts they are able to show 
that 


suc"h regulation or orders are inva- 
lid. If upon such appeal, the Com- 
mission's rifles and orders are held 
valid, any violation 'by -the packers 
after such ruling b/ the courts, is 
made a criminal offense, punishable 
by fine or imprisonment.
